BERLIN, Oct. 8 (by wireless to Sayville).—The Frankfurter 
Zeitung asserts that the Bulgarian Government has issued a man- 
ssto to the nation announcing its decision to enter the war on the 
side of the central Powers. This manifesto, as quoted from the 
| Frankfurter Zeitung by the Overseas News Agency, states that 
Bulgaria would commiit suicide if she did not align herself with 
Germany and her allies. The manifesto as given out by the news 


agency, follows: 

“The central Powers have promised 
parts of Servia, creating an Aus- 
Bulgarian: border line, which is 

tely necessary for Bulgaria's 
a. of the Servians. 

“We do not believe in the promises 
ot the quadruple entente. Italy, of the 
allies, treacherously broke her treaty 
of 83 years. We believe in Germany, 
wich is fighting the whole world to 
fulfill her treaty with Austria. 

‘Bulgaria must fight at the victor’s 
wide. The Germans and Austro-Hun- 
@ariang are victorioug on all fronts. 
Russia soon will have collapsed en- 

tirely. Then will come the turn of 
France, Italy and Servia. Bulgaria 
would commit suicide if she did not 
Tight on the side of the central 
Powers, which offers the only possi- 
Rility of realizing her desire for 
union of all Bulgarian peoples.”

BRITISH CHARGED 


WITH KILLING 11 OF 


Shot When in Water or Hunted 
Down on Nicosian and Slain, 
Americans Say. 


INQUIRY IS ORDERED 


U-Boat Was Sunk by Patrol Ves- 
sel—Whisky Passed Around, 
Affidavits State. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 8.—Instructions 
have reached the German consulate here 
from Count von Bernstorff, German 
Ambassador, to investigate and to for- 
ward to him affidavits signed by a 
foreman and four muleteers of the Brit- 
ish «steamship Nicosian, charging that 
marines from the British patrol boat 
Haralong killed the captain and 10 of 
the crew of a German submarine after 
the submarine had been sunk. 

The affidavits were made by James G. 
Curran of Chicago, Edward Clark, De- 
trcit; B. Emersan Ralen, New York, 
and Charles D. Hightower and R. H. 
Cosby of Crystal .City, Tex. They 
charge that the incident occurred 40 
miles off Lundy, on Aug. 19, while the 
Nicosian was en route to Liverpool. 

According to their story the subnia- 
rine was shelling the Nicosian when the 
Baralong, which they said had* been 
frying the American flag, came up and 
sank her. When the captain and,four 
of the crew of the submarine climbed 
aboard the Nicosian, the affidavits as- 
sert, they were killed by British ma- 
rines, who also shot six of the subma- 
rine’s crew struggling in the water. 

Says Affair Was Reported. 

Curran’s affidavit stated that Leroy 
Young, an American, the Nicosian’s sec- 
ond steward, reported the affair to the 
American Consul in Liverpool about 
Aug. 2. 

Capt. Manning of the Nicosian and 
the British Consul-General here, de- 
clined to make any comment on the 
muleteers’ charges. 

After describing the preliminary at- 
tack of the submarine on the Nico- 
sian, ahd the abandonment of that 
vessel, the affidavits say: ‘The ship 
flying the American flag, which sub- 
sequently proved to the Baralong, 
commanded by Capt. William McBride, 
came up behind the Nicosian and took 
her position alongside. About this 
time the boards underneath the 
bridge fell away and the American 
flag at her mast was dipped and the 
British Admiralty flag hoisted in- 
stead. 

“Immediately she opened fire on 
the submarine. Soon it was slowly 
fsinking &nd the men were up to their 
waists in water. Eleven af the Ger- 
man. sailors, including the Captain, 
dived into the water and swam to- 
ward the Nicosian. five of them 
reached the rope ladder and clam- 
bered aboard. The other six swam 
around to the tail lines, used for the 
lifeboats, which had ben lowered, and 
grasped the ropes. These were in 
plain sight. 

British Captain Highly Elated. 

“In the meantime all of our boats 
wer alongside the Baralong and we 
went up the ladder to her decks. The 
Captain of the Baralong went around 
shaking hands and seemd tobe high- 
ly elated over the outcome of the en- 
counter, as he claimed they had been 
cruising around for two months look- 
ing around for that submarine. He 
then ordered his men to line up along- 
side the rail. 

“They started firing, and all of the 
six men were killed. A remark was 
made ttrat five men had been seen go- 
ing over the side of the Nicosian and 
the Captain of the Baralong ordered 
his ship over to the Nicosian. When

happy. Her mother, Mrs. Bolling, 
al wore flowers given her by the 
President. 

The President was dressed as usuaj 
in dark clothes, with a light gray soft 
hat. He, too, appeared to be happy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8&—President 
Wilson, accompanied by his fiancee, 
Mrs. Norman Galt, and members of his 
family, departed for, New York today, 
where the party will be enter‘ained to- 
night by Col. BE. M. House, the Presi- 
dent’s close friend, at a theater party, in 
honor of the announcement of the Pres- 
ident’s engagement. 

An unusually large crowd awaited the 
President’s arrival at the Union Sta- 
tion, where the party boarded t..e pres- 
idential car. Many women were in the 
throng, eager to catch a glimpse of,the 
engaged pair. The President reached 
the station first, riding from the White 
House in an automobile with his cousin, 
Miss Bones. 

Mr. Wilson went to the President’s 
reception room to await the arrival of 
Mrs. Galt, the crowd gathering about 
the doors. Mrs.. Galt and her mother 
appeared soon and after a smiling greet- 
ing the President escorted his bride-to- 
be down the.long platform to the pri- 
vate car, raising his hat in response to 
the ripple of hand clapping from the 
crowd as he passed. 

President Wilson’s departure marks 
the beginning of his first holiday since 
his return from the summer “White 
House’ at Cornish, N. H., about a 
month ago. 

The trip of the presidential party to 
New York, where the members are to be 
the guests of Col. and Mrs. House, also 
was the first appearance of Mr. Wilson 
and Mrs. Galt together since the an- 
nouncement of their engagement. The 
other members of the party included 
Mrs. Bolling, mother of Mrs. Galt; Miss 
Helen Woodrow Bones, the President’s 
cousin; Secretary Tumulty and Dr. Cary 
T Grayson, the. President’s personal 
»hysician and naval aid. 

Following their arrival In New York 
today the time before dinner probably 


will be spent by the President in pur- } 


chasing a diamond ring for Mrs. Galt 
end an automobile ride with her. Aftec« 
dinner at the House residence the party 
will attend the theater. 

Party Will Attend Game. 

Returning to Washington Saturday 
morning the party will stop off at Phila- 
delphia to witness the second game in 
the world's baseball championship series 
The President will throw out the first 
ball. Following the game the party 
will return here on a special train. 

The engagement continued to be the 
all-absorbing topic here today. Officia! 
and diplomatic seuciety awaited details 
of the plans for the wedding. Aside 
from the fact that it will take place 
within ths next two months and at the 
Galt residence or in one of the Wash- 
ington churches, to be followed by a 
short honeymoon, little information con- 
cerning the plans has been divulged. 

Congratulations continued to pour in at 
the White House today from all parts 
of the United States and abroad. Many 
of them are being read by the President 
and Mrs. Galt together. The White 
House executive force was almost 
swamped with telegrams. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, was one of the first to 
send congratulations. 

‘ne President's friends are urging him 
to accept an invitation to attend the 
San Francisco and San Diego Exposi- 
tions. A short sea trip may be taken 
on the presidential yacht, Mayflower. 

Yesterday afternoon the President 
met a few friends at the home of Mrs.

Rogers said a similar request was 
made at the same time, as to the posi- 
tion of chief inspector of electric wiring 
and that the Mayor emphasized his re- 
quest by saying:

Rogers said he told the Mayor that, 
if there was no other reason than po- 
litical expediency, he could not ex- 
empt either position. hen, he said, the 
Mayor declared he would have no more 
to do with him. 


Says Daues Was There, 

He said the conversation took place at 
luncheon in the Majestic Hotel, in the 
presence of City Counselor Daues, wn) 
had arranged the conference regarding 
the proposed exemptions. 

Rogers said he had agreed to the 
exemption of Assistant City Counsel- 
crs, appointed by Coupselor Dates, 
because he considered that these at- 
torneys were charged with matters 
of ~dministration policy.

The other masked man then took the 
throttle of the eng're and ran a mile 
a: two farther west Here the hobbers 
went through the rrail car, looted the 
registered mail and then escaped across 
the hills in the direction of the Ohio 
River. 

Railroad authorities believe that the 
robbers went to a road near Centra!

County offici.ls at Clarkdburg were 
informed that the robbers obtained from 
the mail car about 100 registered pack 
ages, and 90 packages of unsigned bank 
notes being sent from Washington to 
banks in the Middle West.

BRITISH SHIPS REFUSE CARGOES 
TO OR FROM TEUTONIC FIRMS 


Ruling Seriously Affects American 
Trade in Far East—May Be Eix- 
tended te South America. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. &—Refusal of 
British ships to accept cargoes either 
to or from German or Austrian firms in 
the Far East has further complicated 
the already acute Pacific shipping situ- 
ation, according to official reports 
reaching Washington. As the vast bulk 
of trade between the Far East and the 
United States is handled through Ger- 
man firms, American commerce is being 
seriously affected. 

“Only the Far East seems now to be 
affected by the order,” said a state- 
ment®by an official in close touch with 
the situation, ‘‘but there are rumors 
that it is to be extended, There are 
many German firms in Latin-America, 
and if shipments to or ¢rom these firms 


are refused oF sritien vessels, Ameri- 
can trade would be hard hit. 

“Goods handled by Austrian or Ger- 
man firms can find space only on neu- 
tral ships. The only neutral ships in 
the Chinese-American trade are Amer- 
ican, for the Japanese vessels are also 
said to refuse to carry German or Aus- 
trian cargoes.

would have a free hand in doing its work, 
the committee has prepared to co-oper- 
ate with the city department, in its 
work of inspection, study of the sources 
of smoke and prosecutions after warn- 
ings. 

Eight soot. gauges will be installed in 
different parts of the city to measure 
the sootfall and thus ascertain whether 
or not the smoke blanket is being re- 
duced. 

A conference will be held with the 
managers of brick kilns and fire clay 
establishments to take the first steps to 
reduce smoke from those sources, which 
have hitherto been regarded as im- 
possible to correct. 

The committee expects assistance from 
the Associated Retallers and other busi- 
ness interests whose property damage 
from smoke each year is great. It will 
wage a publicity campaign on economies 
in fuel saving by manufacturing estab- 
lishments installing smoke prevention 
equipment. There will be conferences 
with the officials of East St. Louis and 
other east side cities to start smoke 
abatement work there, and the com- 
mittee plans to bring about constant in- 
spection of railroad locomotives, with 
prosecutions where necessary, in order 
to compel the equipment of all loco- 
motives with smoke prevention devices. 
Of 495 locomotives operating in St. Louis, 
86 are not now so equipped. 3
